In addition, Brang has his origin il army, 
consisting of D. IL Hill’s and Polk’s corps, 
besides lour divisions from Mississippi and a 
Louisiana division from Charleston; one divis- 
I ion of Georgia State troops, under General 
Walker; one division from East Tennessee; 
seven divisions irom Lee’s army; fifteen thou- 
sand Georgia Bute militia, under General 
Wayne; five thousand cavalry, under Pillow; 
fifteen thousand cavalry, under General 
Wheeler, and three linndr^ and fifty pieces ot 
artillery. His whole force is estimated at one 
hundred and seventy-five thousand men.
